ahead - including an ex¬ 
tension to the Waitrose 
store. 

The cost has been put 
at £700,000 to buy the 
church site as well as up 
to £205,000 in relocation 
costs and £25,000 for 
fees. 

Proposals have been 
made to include the church 
building alongside the 
new Darners school at 
Poundbury. It had been 
hoped that by using the 
same contractor a cost 
saving could be made. 


Long-standing cam¬ 
paigner Philip Jordan, 
who has criticised the 
district council’s han¬ 
dling of the Charles 
S treet redevelopment, 
says now might be a 
good time to reconsider 
the scheme taking into 
account the changes 
which have happened in 
Dorchester since the 
project started - includ¬ 
ing commercial develop¬ 
ments at Poundbury and 
Brewery Square. 

He is also critical of the 


plans for a two-storey car 
park and 65 flats within 
the retail scheme which 
are still subject to 
whether or not the flats 
are considered to be vi¬ 
able, judged by the de¬ 
velopers. 

“It is high time to stop 
seeing problems with 
Charles site and instead 
seize and celebrate its ar¬ 
chaeological and heritage 
potential - potential that 
just before the Election, 
led Dorchester’s 2012-13 
Mayor Andy Canning to 
say: “Heritage is impor¬ 
tant to tourism and the 
life of Dorchester and we 
must protect what we 



have developed over 
thousands of years. It’s 
not acceptable for this 
area to be ripped out just 
for the sake of a few 
shops” 

Mr Jordan says that 
rather than seeing the 
Roman and earlier re¬ 
mains which lie under 
Charles Street as a prob¬ 
lem for the development, 
they could be seen as an 
opportunity to promote 


visitors from home and 
abroad. 

He suggests it would 
be better and cheaper to 
improve the existing car 
park, paying attention to 
the mature trees on the 
site, and to extend the 
Waitrose store - “rather 
than getting the com¬ 
pany to rebuild anew on 
another part of the site, 
quite un-necessarily.” 

He suggests that Wait¬ 


rose might even like to 
sponsor the excavations, 
including the adjacent 
Roman Baths which lie 
underneath the Woolas- 
ton Field car park and 
make a feature of them, 
as they have done in 
their car park by marking 
out the location of a 
henge-like monument 
which once stood in the 
area.

ROBIN Hodges runs the Pinhay House Resi¬ 
dential Care Home with his wife of 31 years 
Carole. 

Mr Hodges, 55, also runs the Saturday 
Morning Football sessions in Uplyme, en¬ 
couraging youngsters to stay active and de¬ 
velop a passion for the beautiful game. 


• WHAT'S the aim of Saturday Morning Football 
in Uplyme? 

The aim is to encourage children and young people 
to come along and try football in a friendly, non¬ 
competitive environment, and to help people make 
friends. 

• WHERE is it held? 

On Uplyme playing field from 9am to 10.15am every 
Saturday from September to May. We play in 
Woodroffe Sports Hall from January to March. We 
started going there when the field was badly 
flooded and we couldn't play for several weeks. It 
helps to guarantee football during the wet, winter 
months, and the kids love the speed of 5-a-side 
games. 

• HOW did you get involved with the Saturday 
Morning Football programme? 

It was started about 17 years ago by Uplyme Church 
as a spin off from their'Triday Club"that was held in 
the village hall. A group of lads wanted to play foot¬ 
ball so they used to turn up for a kick-about on a Sat¬ 
urday morning. I got involved when my boys started 
wanting to play and as we attend Uplyme Church it 
was a natural thing to do. 

• HOW is it funded? 

Purely by donation. We don't charge to come along 
on Saturday mornings, it's a service to the commu¬ 
nity of Uplyme run by the church. The only time we 
ask for a small donation is when we move into 
Woodroffe Sports Hall for the winter, as we have to 
pay to hire it. The equipment is provided by the 
leaders and Uplyme Church. We have been very 
lucky in the past two years, with some generous do¬ 
nations from the community. People obviously see 
it as a blessing to the village. 

• IS there an age limit for the children attend¬ 
ing? 

Well, it is aimed at 5-11 year olds, but we have chil¬ 
dren from about four years to lads of about 15 com¬ 
ing along. Everybody seems to get something out 
of it; we even have children from Chard who come 
along. We all warm up together and then split up 
into age/ability groups and play some football. 
Every now and again we mix everybody up and it's 
great to see the older lads helping and encouraging 
the youngsters. 



• HOW has your role with the programme devel¬ 
oped? 

I started off just helping out on the odd occasion, 
however, as the years have gone by I took over the 
running of it. I have to ensure we have all the records 
and checks up to date, the risk assessments are done 
and we have first aid cover while we are playing. 
From being just a bunch of lads and a church leader 
turning up on a Saturday morning, we now have to 
be properly organised, although we are still the 
same at the core. 

• WHAT gives you the motivation to get out of 
bed on a Saturday morning? 
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I think it's just the enthusiasm I encounter from the 
children that come along.They are desperate to join 
in and play some football. The parents often arrive 
all bleary eyed at 8.50am, saying that their child has 
been up since 6am with their football boots on ask¬ 
ing if it's time to go yet! 

We've had lots of kids go on to play for local teams, 
and a few that have been on the books of profes¬ 
sional clubs. They all started with two left feet kick¬ 
ing a ball at Uplyme. 

• WHAT do you try to instil in the children? 

It's all about trying to be inclusive. It doesn't matter 
if you can't play or if you are blessed with great skill, 
being part of a group that values where you are is 
very important. I think the church background to 
the group leaders helps us to ensure we keep a "love 
thy neighbour" approach to what is happening. 
Everybody has something to offer. 

• YOU also run a business in Lyme Regis? 

Yes, my wife and I own and run Pinhay House Care 
Home. We've been there for the past 27 years. Mak¬ 
ing space to do the football and other things in a 
"24 hour a day" business has been challenging, but 
I feel we manage it quite well. 

• WHAT do you do in your spare time? 

I've been a member of Uplyme Church for 25 years 
and I lead the services there once a month. I'm on 
the Deanery Synod and the Diocesan synod as the 
churches representative for the parish and the 
vicar's representative on the BesticTrust that is pro¬ 
gressing the building of the new school in Uplyme. 
Last year I helped set up, and now help run Seaton 
Memory Cafe for those in the local community who 
need help and support. It's been going a year now,

A SECOND public consultation over 
the future of the former Dorchester 
Prison site is being held next week. 

The initial open event attracted hun¬ 
dreds of people and some of those ideas 
have now been firmed up and presented 
as proposals for the town centre build¬ 
ing.

"Having completed our initial consul¬ 
tation event at Dorchester prison in 


May, which provided local people and 
stakeholders with an opportunity to 
share their aspirations for the site with 
us, we have reviewed the comments we 
received and would like to thank every¬ 
one who took the time to fill in a feed¬ 
back form. 

"The response from those who at¬ 
tended the consultation was generally 
positive and we look forward to contin¬ 
uing to work closely with the local 
community ahead of submission of a 
planning application. 

"The second phase of consultation 
presents an opportunity to view our ini¬ 
tial ideas and discuss the early plans 
with the City and Country team."

A £600,000 CT scanner, pictured, has been bought 
for the County Hospital by The Dorset Health Trust, 
a local independent charity.

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World champion Blake 
looking for new sponsors 


DORCHESTER’S Paul Blake is looking for new 
sponsors to help him reach Rio next year to compete 
in the Paralympic Games 2016. 

The reigning 800m IPC World Champion has al¬ 
ready been buoyed by the Olympic committee’s de¬ 
cision to reinstate his favourite distance after it was 
dropped following the London 2012 games where the 
25-year old won bronze. This forced him to switch to 
the 100m as a second event to the 400m for which he 
won the silver medal. Although he won gold at the 
IPC World Championships last year in Lyon he was 
resigned not to get his opportunity of running the 
middle distance in Brazil. 

The disappointment was tinged with the fact that his 
main sponsor Liz Nelson sadly died last September. 

Local racehorse owner and breeder Liz who suf¬ 
fered from motor neurone disease and had to use a 
wheelchair decided to sponsor Blake after reading an 
article on him in this paper some four years ago as he 
was starting on his journey to success. 

She said at the time: “I thought it was a fantastic 
story, and am full of admiration for both Paul and his 
family. I have met him and he is such a lovely young 
man. I was absolutely amazed at what he has achieved 
considering his condition when he was born. 

“I will be sponsoring him right up to the Olympics 
and beyond; I believe he is a wonderful example of 
what can be achieved despite having a disability.” 

Apart from a grant from the authorities, his parents 
have borne the brunt of the cost, but Paul is desperate 
to try and reduce their commitment by bringing more 
sponsors on board, particularly since losing Liz’s sup¬ 
port. 

He is hoping to raise £40,000 to help cover the cost 
of travelling including flights, competition fees and 
hotels, as well as clothing and equipment. 

He said: “I appreciate that an awful number of peo¬ 
ple already sponsor a variety of activities and chari-

ties, whilst the major sportswear and equipment man¬ 
ufacturers are more interested in the top athletes 
where they can earn media coverage, but I would be 
grateful for any contributions, however small.” 

Stuart Broom who wrote the article that inspired Liz 
Nelson added: “Paul is such a dedicated athlete, and 
his story is amazing and shows how much people can 
achieve despite a disability. 

Liz could see his determination and was prepared 
to back him way before he made a name for himself. 

It would be great now if some local businesses can 
help someone who has put his home town on the map; 
even if it is the cost of a pair of trainers, or an air fare 
to a meeting. 

“He is an inspiration to all sportsmen and women 
and deserves to succeed; to become a world champion 
is no mean feat.”

ORCHESTER shook off any 
doubts this weekend about 
whether it wants the annual 
carnival - with crowds lining the 
streets and a bumper turnout of floats. 

So many were in the procession that 
the lead vehicles were back at the start 
before the tail-enders had left the mar¬ 
ket marshalling area. 

“It’s been a great event - good for 
the organisers, good for those who are 
taking part, and good for the commu¬ 
nity as a whole” said a delighted car¬ 
nival committee chairman Les Fry. 

Dorchester Mayor and Mayoress 
Robin and Val Potter were equally de¬ 
lighted and stopped to applaud all of 
the floats and walking entries as they 
returned after walking the route them¬ 
selves, accompanied by town crier Al¬ 
istair Chisholm. 

“It’s been another great day for 
Dorchester,” said the Mayor. 

Much of the organisation was taken 
on this year by the town’s three Rotary 
Clubs. Amongst their members Chris 
Davies who was responsible for the 
procession: “I was delighted with both 
the number and quality of the entrants 
but completely bowled over by the 
tremendous atmosphere on Saturday 
afternoon,” he said. 

A ‘wrap up’ meeting this week will 
now seek to find ways of putting the 
carnival on a firmer footing after 
Round Table pulled out of organising 
the event two years ago following a 
dramatic drop in its own numbers. The 
group were the lead organisation for 
Friday’s ‘Party in the Park’ and Four 
Legged Race. 

Despite having less than a dozen en¬ 
tries a couple of weeks before the 


deadline the procession finally in¬ 
cluded almost forty floats and walking 
entries, included amongst them the 
Dorchester Carnival Band and Ma¬ 
jorette troupes from throughout the 
area. 

Veterans vehicles which had been on 
display throughout the day at Brewery 
Square were given pride of place at the 
head of the procession, the route re¬ 
turning this year to its traditional one 
- but starting earlier, at 5.30pm. 

The overall winner and also winner 
of Class A was awarded to Westfield 
Academy with staff and pupils follow¬ 
ing the carnival theme and dressing in 
costumes of other countries. David 
Grassby, whose company sponsored 
the award, described their entry and 
“colourful and imaginative” with what 
he said was clearly a lot of effort. 

Other group winners were the 
Dorchester Community Nursery 
School who had transformed their 
float into an ocean liner, Lyme Regis 
Majorettes and the Magna Housing 
Association float in the commercial 
section. 

Runners up were the Grove Play 
Group, Dorchester Ballet and Dance 
and Weldmar who took advantage of 
the day to promote their midnight 
walk in Weymouth. 

A prize of £100 was awarded for 
each of the four classes with an addi¬ 
tional £150 to the overall winner. 

Events leading up to the evening 
processions included stalls in South 
Street and an open air workshop from 
the Weapons of Sound Junk Percus¬ 
sion Band who then went on to join 
the carnival crowds with their instru¬ 
ments.

Star Wars collection 
could net thousands 


A VAST collection of Star Wars 
memorabilia could fetch £50,000 
when it goes under the hammer at 
Dukes in Dorchester on July 2nd. 

The anonymous collector from 
Dorset filled several rooms with 
his passion for items from the Star 
Wars films. 

In all there will be 500 lots con¬ 
sisting of thousands of items val¬ 
ued at just a few pounds each to 
hundreds of pounds each. 

Among the star lots is a tiny 
1977 Jawa figure with the original 
vinyl cape that could fetch £500. 
And a Boba Fett figure with a rare 
rocket launcher could go for the 
same amount. 

Hundreds of collectable figures 
remain in their packaging and 
there are items connected with the 
original films right up to those 
from the modern cartoons. 

Included in the collection are 
models, clothing, games, toys, 
books, videos and other merchan¬ 
dising from the George Lucas phe¬ 
nomenon. 

The vendor said: “I have thor¬ 
oughly enjoyed searching end¬ 
lessly to find the many different 
variations of all the figures, craft 
and as many associated items as 
possible. 

“The huge diversity of items has 
made this a monumental undertak¬ 
ing, and finding some of the rare 


American-only items and exclu¬ 
sives has been a real challenge. 

“Over the 15 year period in 
which I have been collecting I 
think I have been able to build as 
complete a collection as has ever 
been amassed. 

“I have endeavoured to find ex¬ 
amples in as near to mint condi¬ 
tion as possible, and I have always 
sought original packaging and 
good condition in all the items I 
have purchased. 

“Whilst putting together this col¬ 
lection I have been fortunate 
enough to find some real rarities 
including the Jawa figure with 
original vinyl cape and the Boba 
Fett figure with the rare rocket 
launcher attachment. 

“The collection has grown to a 
huge size and I now think it is time 
to move on to other different col¬ 
lecting fields and I hope the items 
I have enjoyed owning go on to 
give other collectors as much 
pleasure as they have given me.” 

Said Dukes auctioneer Matthew 
Denney: “It is a remarkably thor¬ 
ough collection and there are 
items that will appeal to collectors 
at all levels of this market. 

“We have sold collections of 
Star Wars memorabilia on a num¬ 
ber of previous occasions and 
have always found a really good 
reception for items of this type.

“It is most unusual for such an 
extensive collection to come to 
auction and this may well repre¬ 
sent an excellent opportunity for 
buyers to acquire rare items many 
of which are in very good condi¬ 
tion.” 

The first film in the series, Star 
Wars, was released in 1977 and 
two more films followed in the 
original trilogy. 


Murder and mayhem 

LOCAL author Terry 
Hearing launched his 
latest volume 'Crime 
and Punishment in 
Dorset' at the Dorset 
History Centre. 

The book is pub¬ 
lished by Dorset 
Books in association 
with Halsgrove Lim¬ 
ited. 

The volume, subti¬ 
tled 'A thousand years 
of murder, mayhem 
and mystery'provides 
a long overview of 
Dorset's criminal past 
and draws upon orig¬ 
inal sources and images from the archives of 
Dorset History Centre and other collections 
across the county. 

Mr Hearing, a former lecturer and magistrate, 
starts his survey with a look at the pre-1600 era 
and then ranges across a wide variety of criminal 
activity from piracy, treason, highway robbery, 
poaching, riot, to murder. In the second section 
of the book, he looks at the differing approaches 
that have been taken towards supressing or pun¬ 
ishing criminal activity, including imprisonment, 
transportation and capital punishment as well as 
the development of the police service. 

The book is full of interesting and sometimes 
amusing anecdotes which complement the seri¬ 
ous nature of the subject matter. One story re¬ 
lates to a train driver who abandoned his moving 
locomotive, was assumed to have died in an ac¬ 
cident, but who was later found living with his 
sister-in-law in Surrey. 

Mr Hearing served on the West Dorset Bench 
for 22 years. He was also chairman of the Dorset 
Probation Committee between 1985 and 1995 
and has been a prison visitor as well as serving 
on a range of advisory boards.

It is believed that £300,000 could be achieved by 
changing the way tourism services are provided by 
the district council. 

West Dorset District Council leader Anthony Al¬ 
ford said that faced with a cut in Government fund¬ 
ing some tough decisions would have to be taken.

FANS of the new film, 
Jurassic World, are 
being invited to the 
County Museum to see 
the enormous 150mil- 
lion-year-old skull 
bones of the Weymouth 
Bay Pliosaur. 

They were recovered 
by amateur fossil col¬ 
lector Kevan Sheehan 
between 2003 and 
2008, as they were 
washed out of a land¬ 
slide in Weymouth Bay. 
The largest piece 
weighed over 80 kg, 
and the skull itself is a 
massive 2.4 metres 
long. Featured recently 
as one of National Geo¬ 
graphic’s Top 10 
Biggest Beasts, the 
pliosaur was the ‘T Rex 
of the ocean’, an 18- 
metre long ferocious 


predator of the seas. 
Known as ‘The World’s 
Biggest Bite’, the Wey¬ 
mouth Bay Pliosaur 
would have been capa¬ 
ble of biting the biggest 
great white shark alive 
today clean in half. 

The Dorset specimen 
is one of the most com¬ 
plete and best preserved 


skulls ever found. 

Mounted dramatically 
on a specially con¬ 
structed plinth that 
shows the jaws in an 
open-mouthed position, 
the story of the fossil is 
interpreted through a se¬ 
ries of film presenta¬ 
tions accompanied by a 
life-size model of the 


pliosaur’s head. 

Dr Jon Murden, mu¬ 
seum director said: “It’s 
amazing to see this skull 
up close in the museum 
- standing next to it you 
can really appreciate its 
enormous size, and get a 
feel for the terrifying 
predator it once was.”

Sound move for society 


A DISCUSSION on progress for 
the proposed Navitas Bay wind 
farm off the Dorset coast will be 
held at a meeting of Weymouth 
and Portland Chamber of Com¬ 
merce on July 7th. 

The breakfast event at The 
Rendezvous near Town Bridge 
starts at 8am and will feature a 
talk by Ian Cambrook of Navitas 
Bay entitled Power Supply - 
Navitas Bay. The Government is 
expected to reach a decision on 
the wind farm by September 
11th. 

The breakfast will hear that 
MHI Vestas Offshore Wind 
(MHI Vestas) has been selected 
by Navitus Bay as the preferred 
turbine supplier for the proposed 
offshore wind farm off the 
Dorset, Hampshire and Isle of 
Wight coasts. The turbines’ 80m 
long blades will be made in MHI 
Vestas’ factory in Newport on the 
Isle of Wight, supporting the 200 
local jobs currently being created 
there. 

MHI Vestas will supply its lat¬ 
est V164-8MW wind turbine. 
The efficiency and power of 
these turbines means fewer are 
required than would have been 
the case with other, less-power¬ 
ful turbines. The maximum num-

ber of turbines would therefore 
fall from 194 to 121 for the 
970MW project and reduce from 
105 to 78 for the smaller 630MW 
option. 

It marks the first major step in 
the procurement process for the 
wind farm. Further announce¬ 
ments will enable other suppliers 
in the region to compete to sup¬ 
ply the project. MHI Vestas will 
now be involved in the negotia¬ 
tions to select the wind farm’s 
operations and maintenance base 
from a short list of Poole, Port¬ 
land and Yarmouth. 

Navitas project director Mike 
Unsworth said: “We are deter¬ 
mined to maximise the economic 


benefits of the project across the 
South Coast. Having suppliers 
close to the proposed site will 
also cut down on transport and 
builds local expertise, which will 
benefit the project and the re¬ 
gion.” 

Chamber president Michelle 
Hind said now was the time to 
invest in Weymouth and Portland 
and Navitas Bay was a regional 
business opportunity, with Port¬ 
land in the running to provide 
maintenance support to the proj¬ 
ect.

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New dedicated home birth team at county hospital 


A GROUP of five midwives at Dorset County Hospi¬ 
tal have come together as a new team dedicated to 
supporting home births. 

The Cygnet Home Birth Team - made up of Tara 
Putt, who is leading the service, Ali Fuszard, Ali 
Salmon, Karen Myers and Andrea Chrustawczuk - 
launched the new scheme at Abbotsbury Swannery 
last week. 

The service will provide all the care needed before 
the birth, during labour and afterwards for women in 
their own homes and is available to women living in 
the hospital’s catchment area who have been assessed 
as low risk. 

Home births have previously been available at 
Dorset County Hospital, but the new scheme ensures 
women who want to have a home birth will know who 
will provide the care, rather than the midwives oper¬ 
ating on an on-call basis. 

Tara said: “We now have a dedicated team of expe-

rienced midwives to look after women who chose to 
have a home birth. 

“Proven statistics show it is safer for low risk moth¬ 
ers to give birth at home as they are less likely to have 
complications. 

“We have always offered home birthing but now this 
dedicated team will give continuity, the mother will 
meet all of us and will know who is coming out when 
they give birth. 

“It is amazing, we have been thinking about it for a 
while now and we hope to improve home birth rates, 
which are currently at two per cent, and we would like 
to see them at 10 per cent. 

“If we manage to do that, it will be amazing.”

Vandals target 
Iron-age'hut 


VANDALS have badly damaged an 
Iron Age-style roundhouse at The 
Prince of Wales School. 

The hut, constructed by pupils at the 
school, was visited by Prince Charles 
in November during one of his regular 
visits to Dorchester. 

Police in the county town are appeal¬ 
ing for information about who might be 
behind the incident and have said they 
will increase patrols in the Maiden Cas¬ 
tle Road and Castle Park area as a result 
of the vandalism. 

The attack was discovered on Mon¬ 
day morning. 

In a statement Dorchester Police said: 
“We were saddened to attend The 
Prince of Wales School earlier today 
following a report of damage caused to 
the roundhouse over the weekend. 

“The thatched roof has been pulled 


off and there were signs of graffiti on 
the wooden doors and on a nearby 
poster. Given the style of the writing it 
would appear to be the work of youths. 

“These projects are created by the 
school for the benefit of the pupils and 
local community often using the spare 
time and goodwill of others to achieve 
this. It is a shame when a few thought¬ 
less individuals decide to cause dam¬ 
age. 

“More importantly, trespassing on 
school grounds and causing such dam¬ 
age are both criminal offences. 

“We will be conducting extra patrols 
in the area and carrying out random 
checks and anybody caught will be 
dealt with robustly.”
